leading  her  class  academically. 

The  1974  graduates  included  258  who 
received  Bachelor  of  Arts  and  Bachelor 
of  Science  Degrees  and  76  who  earned 
Associate  Degrees.  Graduates  ranged  in 
age  from  22  to  53  years  and  included 
individuals  who  have  been  part-time 
students  for  as  long  as  28  years. 

The  graduates  include  235  men  and 
99  women,  40  per  cent  from  Illinois  and 
60  per  cent  from  Indiana. 

ONE  WOMAN  graduate  began  her 
college  work  as  early  as  1946  and  at¬ 
tended  classes  at  Calumet  College  since 
1953,  only  two  years  after  the  college 
was  established.  One  male  graduate  en¬ 
tered  college  in  1949  and  has  enrolled 
at  Calumet  College  since  1957. 

Baccalaureate  degrees  were  awarded 
in  23  fields  of  study,  the  highest  number 
being  79  in  management.  Other  major 
career  areas  include  education,  47;  sociol¬ 
ogy,  23;  accounting,  19;  history,  11;  biol¬ 
ogy  and  economics-management,  9.  De¬ 
grees  were  also  awarded  in  business 
education,  communication  arts,  econom¬ 
ics,  English,  fine  arts,  liberal  arts,  mathe¬ 
matics,  medical  technology,  philosophy, 
political  science,  and  psychology. 

LAW  ENFORCEMENT  with  38  gradu¬ 
ates  accounts  for  half  of  the  Associate 
Degrees.  Others  include  managment,  ac¬ 
counting,  general  education,  general 
studies,  paraprofessional  elementary  edu¬ 
cation,  professional  secretarial  science 
and  social  work. 

Sixteen  Indiana  and  25  Illinois  com¬ 
munities  are  represented  in  the  1974 
graduating  class.

Facilities  Committee  functions 


While  architects  and  college  officials 
wrestle  with  the  task  of  assigning  space 
in  the  Amoco  highrise  for  Calumet  Col¬ 
lege’s  operations  one  year  hence,  a  spe¬ 
cial  Facilities  Management  Committee  of 
the  Board  of  Directors  is  challenged  to 
utilize  non-college  space  on  the  256  acre 
site 

The  committee  is  working  in  conjunc¬ 
tion  with  Father  Ronald  J.  Schiml,  di¬ 
rector  of  facilities,  who  has  the  day-to- 
day  task  of  managing  income-producing 
properties  at  the  Hammond-Whiting  lo¬ 
cation. 

FATHER  SCHIML,  formerly  director 
of  development,  was  named  to  the  post 
in  early  April  and  has  established  an 
office  on  the  Amoco  site.  He  continues 
to  serve  as  alumni  director. 

Directors  serving  on  the  Facilities 
Management  Committee,  which  actively 
is  seeking  tenants  for  vacated  office  and 
manufacturing  facilities  on  the  site,  are 
Robert  Gasser,  president  of  the  Gary 
National  Bank;  Frank  Luerssen,  vice 
president-research,  Inland  Steel  Com¬ 
pany;  Joseph  C.  O’Neill,  president  of 
Fabsco  Inc.,  Lansing;  and  John  F.  Beck¬ 
man  and  Benedict  Danko,  attorneys. 

EX-OFFICIO  members  include  L.  C. 
Bernard,  chairman  of  the  board,  Father 
John  M.  Lefko,  president;  Father  James 
McCabe,  executive  vice  president;  and 
Harry  Cane,  vice  president-development. 

Father  Schiml  and  the  committee  have 
been  compiling  data  on  each  of  the  16 
permanent  structures,  as  well  as  on 
temporary  and  warehouse  buildings,  and 
are  interviewing  companies  interested  in 
long-term  leases. 

"WE  HAVE  had  a  number  of  inquiries 
about  the  properties  and  are  slowly 
developing  definite  action  programs  for 
converting  the  various  structures  to  in¬ 
come-producing  property”,  Father  Schiml 
explains. 

Much  of  the  property  will  continue  to 
be  occupied  by  Amoco  Oil  Company 
through  mid-summer  of  1975,  although 
some  isolated  facilities  will  be  turned 
over  to  the  college  in  advance  of  the 
oil  company’s  final  departure. 

“We  are  attempting  to  determine  how 
each  of  the  facilities  can  best  be  used 
and  be  compatible  with  the  college  and 
the  neighborhood,”  Father  Schiml  ex¬ 
plains.  “The  committee  will  be  quite 
selective  in  leasing  the  properties”,  he 
said. 

WHILE  the  committee  is  anxious  to 
rent  each  of  the  structures  as  they  are 
vacated,  it  is  necessary  to  coordinate  the 
program  with  Amoco  and  its  operations 
and  security  requirements,  Father  Schiml 
said. 


“We  are  accumulating  all  kinds  of 
data  on  utilities,  maintenance,  power  and 
space  and  are  interviewing  prospective 
tenants  to  enable  the  committee  to  deter¬ 
mine  the  best  usage  for  the  individual 
structures,”  Father  Schiml  explained. 

He  said  vast  number  of  inquiries  are 
handled  by  his  office  in  responding  to 
questions  from  public  officials  and  in¬ 
terested  citizens  in  the  Hammond  and 
Whiting  communities. 

ON  THE  OTHER  side  of  the  ledger, 
architects  have  generally  resolved  space 
allocation  for  college  departments  and 
are  designing  working  drawings  which 
will  enable  the  Board  of  Directors  to 
seek  construction  bids  in  the  early  fall. 

Some  minor  demolition  work  has  been 
underway  on  the  upper  floors  of  the 
highrise  building  where  only  minor  room 
rearrangement  is  anticipated.  A  college 
crew  has  been  doing  the  demolition 
work.

“Eighty-five 
per  cent  of  you  will  be  living  within  a 
thirty  mile  radius  of  an  institution  where 
you  can  start  working  on  your  Master’s 
degree.  Keep  on  learning  and  join  that 
segment  of  higher  education  which  is 
now  in  the  forefront,  the  part-time  stu¬ 
dent.” 
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FATHER  LEFKO,  Calumet  College  president,  holds  high  the 
first  $250,000  check  from  Lilly  Endowment,  Inc.,  the  largest 
single  gift  payment  ever  received  by  the  college.  Lilly  Endow¬ 
ment  has  authorized  a  three-year  $750,000  grant  for  the  college's 
"lifelong  learning  concept".
